And this is why the 125th an- 
niversary of Tolstoy's birth_ in 
‘1828 is being celebrated the 
world over this year, not by 
“an insignificant minority” but 
by many millions. , 

On this occasion I would like 
to recall the influence of Tols- 
toys realism and humanism on 
an American novelist of his. time, 
William Dean Howells: We 
may fittingly begin with another 
Tolstoy birthday anniversary, 
his 70th, which was celebrated 
in 1898 with a public meeting 
in ‘New aed te told the 
gathering: olstoy's writings 
and his life have meant more to 
me than any other man’s.” 

This was not a polite exag- 
, mac dished up for a birth- 

y anniversary. Howells had 
previously written in “My Lit- 
erary Passions’ (1895): “As 

~ much as one merely human be- 
ing can help another I believe 
that he (Tolstoy) has helped me; 
he has not influenced me in

marked a turning point in 
his own literary career. 

Both as-novelist and critic 
he soon became known as the 
foremost American’ champion of 
Tolstoy. Howells was denounc- 
ed by a contemporary critic, 
Horace Scudder, for “setting up 
a Russian-idol in-place of our 
native .” An editorial . bat- 
tle developed in “Harper's Mag- 
azine,” with Howells pitted 
against Charles Dudley Warner, 
who called Tolstoy “the Prophet 
of Discouragement . . . clearly 
he is locoed.” 

Today we take for granted 
Tolstoy's stature, but for many 
years he was a highly controver- 
sial figure in this country. His 
“Kreutzer Sonata” was ned 
from the mails by the U. S. 
Postmaster-General as an “ob- 
scene’ book. He was attacked

by Theodore Roosevelt as 


Lloyd and other critics 
of capitalist morality, 
ist-minded books like “Traveller 
from Altruria” (1894) and its ‘se- 
quel “Through the Eye of the 
Needle” (1907), he directly re- 
flected the Russian novelist’s in- 
fluence. -

TO BE SURE, How@lls was 
more of an utopian than a scien- 
tific socialist; he embodied some 
of the backward and fuzzy fea- 
tures of Tolstoy’s thought as well 
as his advanced positions. What 
is most not , however, is 
the growth of Howells’ pro- 
working class attitude, symboliz- 
ed by the public stand he took 
against the persecution of the 
Haymarket victims. 

Howells’ best novel, “A Haz- 
ard of New Fortunes” (1890), 
dealing with class conflicts in 


‘New York, pointing up the so- 


cial contrasts and taking sides 
with the poor, also shows clear- 
ly the impact of Tolstoy's ideas 
and art. 

The same is true of Howells’ 
opposition to imperialism at the 
time of. the Spanish-American 
war. Sharply cond U. S. 
aggression, Howells cited the 
fact that “Tolstoy's greatest word 
is peace.
